We are award that to all this it may be replied 
that the Government baa not eattled np its war 
•xpenaas as they accrue, and that a vast floating 
debt remains to be added, when proper shape 
shall be given to It, to the above total. That 
Ur^e unsettlud balances are due to the public 
contractors thore is no question; but here, as iu 
the prevailing estimate ol the funded debt, 
there is a gross error, which a recent letter from 
the Secretary of the Treasury to Congress, ai Ic- 
ing authority to issue certificates of indebtedness 
against these claims, ought to have dissipated. 
The figures in that letter Ml short of fifty mil- 
lions, whereas two or three lold the amount had 
bsen currently talked of through January and 
February. Granting a hundred millions out- 
standing on the ltth of March, 18G2, and we 
•hould have a total debt of only four, in place of 
seven hundred millions, and an average daily 
expenditure since the 4th of March, 1861, of lees 
than one, in place of two millions of dollars. We 
repeat that it is due both to the public credit, and 
the pre ent administration of tbe Government, 
that thoje corrections should be made, urd the 
real condition and progress of the public debt un- 
derstood. 

The last steamer advises that our national 
credit Is regarded wiih more favor in London, 
and the intimation comes to us thjt oar public 
stocks may soon be in request again for English 
account. While such a change would of coarse 
be exceedingly gratifying to the people on this 
side, it would be hailsd rath .r as the harbinger ot 
the better feeling between thd twocountrio?, than 
as the means of nogotiatir.g or placing any con- 
siderable turns of our public stocks in Kurope. 
The absciplion at hirae Is now sufficiently well 
assured, and it will prove ample for the wants cf 
tin Treasuiy, as our successes in the field are 
multiplied. It is not desirable that thhi course of 
self-reliance should be liastily abandoned. What- 
ever demand may hcreaf.er come from Europe, 
will be tbe more acceptable from Its voluntary 
nature, aDd tho more profitable to this side, from 
the earlier appreciation of the solidity ami true 
value (f the national credit at borne.

The Public Debt aitd Natiosai Cukdit — 
The most bitter partisan muit agree with the 
New York Timeo that the first year of Mr. Lin- 
coln's administration in assuredly entitled to a fa- 
vorable as well as honest verdict on its financial 
success. It has gone through a year of continued 
peril, says the Times, not only to the National 
credit but to the Nation's existence, under trials 
upon the Treasury which might have stafricft-d 
if not overwhelmed more experienced rtatssmen. 
The o doal to the Minister of Finance has no par- 
allel in our constitutional histor) , not even In the 
war of 1812-16. The burden of public debt 
which that contest of three years with a foreign 
Power left upon the couutry, was only as three 
months' expenditure in tbe present struggle 
against domestic rebellion. From a total of 
$45,209,000, the public debt then went up 
to $127,334,000 ou final settlement of tho 
war expenditure in 1816. We have now gone 
through only a single year of the existing war, 
and such are the huge proportions of the army, 
and the varied and costly nature cf the naval and 
transport service engaged in it, that $300,000,000, 
or an average of nearly a million per day will 
barely sntfice to foot the expenditure from the 6 h 
of April, 1861, when the fiist order to raprovisinn 
Fort Sumpter and reinforce Fort Pitkens reached 
New Yoik, to the 4 th of March, 1862. Ths pre- 
vailing impression, but certainly an erroneous 
one, tested by the actual figures, is, that for some 
months past, the average daily accumulation if 
debt is nearly or quite tiro millions per d\iy. And 
whether thij belief bo erroneous or not, the Sec- 
retary of tbe Traafu'y has boon compelled to en- 
counter it, in full force, in his periodical negotia- 
tions, and withont disguising the real magnitude 
of his wants, to subject the national credit to a 
severity of trial accordingly. 

It is due to the Administration to recognize 
the fact, that this great diiSculty haH I, jen over- 
come without detriment to the National credit, 
and at a moderate average rate of interest on 
the new public loans. Oa the 4tb March, 1861, 
when Mr. Lincoln was inaugurated, the Public 
Stock of the Suited States rated at BtH per 
cent, in the New York matkot, the public debt 
at that time was $76,455,000. The uame stock 
—6 per cent, of 1881 — now rates at 03 per cent. 
The present public debt is $300,000,000, inclu- 
ding about $10,000,000 overdue Treasury notes, 
of the old iesuEs, notified to be paid off on the 
7th April proximo. The average rate of interest 
per annnm, at which the increased public loans 
have been raised by Mr. Cha?e, is but a small 
fraction over 6 per cent., the extra charge upon the 
7.30 per cent. Treasury bonds being more than 
compensated by the circmlation of United States 
notes, Interest free. The crucible to which Ihe 
national credit was subjected by the events and 
trials of the p»st year, and especially by the pop- 
alar belief as to the vastness (not to say extiev- 
agacce) of the expanse of the war, might have 
compelled any Minuter of Finance, however ex- 
perienced, to pay a much higher rato fjr bis 
money, without disgrace to hia portfolio. 
On the outbreak of the rebellion Secretary 
U.x paid temporarily from 10 to 12 per cent, 
on Treasury oi'l-, and sold his 6 per cents, of 1881 
at 90, and was commended f r hia good judgment 
iu getting the means then wanted (only $18,000,- 
000) on any living teiins, H complotely demoral- 
ized had Ihe public credit become under the bad 
conduct of his predecessor, and tha Imbecility, or 
something worse, of the Chief of the Administra- 
tion. 

It is also due BO le?s tc the natioual credit than 
to the AdruiLU'rattGn, that tho public n.u. . and 
especially the nninc'ol micd of the country, 
should be disabused of the extravagant estimates 
and grossly erroneous impressions of tho condi- 
tion cf tbe 11 atir.g or unsettled, as well as the 
funded debt ( f the Government. The wild and 
rongh Calculation no doubt indulged by some 
good pee pit) ia, that as ire are spending nearly 
two millions a day, and have been a whole year 
at war, cur debt, in one way or another mast be 
over seven hundred millions, including the sev- 
enty or eighty millioLS left by the old Admini)- 
tration. Ho* far this opinion is cut of the way 
may be soer. bj the following brie t unofficial syn 
opsie of the present public debt, al funded at the 
Treasury:

LETTER FROM ONE OF NAPOLEON'.S VETERANS 
AUOLT GEN. JOMIN1. 
[Correspondence of the Philadelphia Press.] 
Sib: I Bee, with surprise, in the Press that the 
vile traitor Jominl is still alive. I will explain 
why I apply to him that appellation, and give 
some reminiscences of that military podaut. In 

1802, Bonaparte, then fiist Consul, sent Ney, 
then a General of Division, on a mission to Switz- 
erland. Ney had risen from a private buzzsr to 
the rank of General. A German by birth, he 
read French imperfectly. He there picked up 
Jomlni, who was a ready writer, both in the 
German and French languages. Ney wanted 
such a factotum, and took him to France. In 

1803, when war with LVgtand again commenced, 
Ney received the command of tbe Sixch corps 
d'ariner, at the camp of Montroil. west of Bou- 
logne. Ney presented Jomini to Bonaparte, with 
the r>qae9t that he ehonld be appointed his 
(Ney's) chef d'etat major. It was well known in 
the army that Bonaparte granted this request 
reluctantly, for he much belter knew how to read 
men than Ney. This office gave Jomiui tha rank 
of Colonel. 

Io 1803, I left the military school and entered 
the First Regiment of artillery. Our compiny 
was attached to tin corps of Ney. An officer of 
artillery was daily, by turn, on duty at the office 
of the chef d'etat maj *T. I bad occasion, at dif- 
ferent times, to observe Jominl. A chef d'etat 
msj rr has more to do with the pen than the 
sword. He has to issue the orders of the day, 
attend to the correspondence wiih the different 
army c rps, mako out the official report of battles, 
&c, and is thus kept busy at his desk. All those 
duties Jomini executed well, and thus renderel 
himnelf indispensable to Ney. But he made him- 
self ridiculous with his c mtinnal talk of strategy 
and tactics, among the old officers, who had seen 
the real thing in a twelve- years' service at Je- 
mappe, Areola, Marengo, Iloenlinden, &c. Thoy 
gave him the tobriqnet of Monsieur I'actiqne. 

1 served throe campaigns In the army corps of 
Ney— al tbe coast of Boulogne, to Austria in 1805, 
o Prussia in 1806-7. After the battle of Ulm, 
onr army corps enlered Tvrol. Napoleon pushed 
on wirh his army to Vienna. Jomini received 
leave from Ney to go lo Vienna, to present t> Na- 
poleon bis " iraltedes GraLdss Operations Mili- 
taire, " written in 1804 Jomini had never seen, 
at that time, actual war. Napoleon received his 
Tralte," but crrtainly was too mach occupied 
with the real practice lo read empty theory. 

After the peace of 1 ilset the corps of Ney went 
to Spain. In Spain Ney ar.d Jomini quarreled, 
and the latter left the French service I entered 
by promotion Mother company, and msde the 
campaign in 1809, in Austria, In the corps of 
Marechal Masseua. Having been wounded in 
1809, near Vienna, 1 did not make the campaign 
of 1812 and 1813 inactive service, but was em- 
ployed at the pare de reserve, that follow the 
army at a considerable distance. In the summer 
of 1813, 1 took a convoy of ammunition to onr 
army in Saxony, and there I saw Jomini. Ney 
had picked hiui up agair; and at the opening of 
the campaign of 1812, again msds him bis chef 
d'etat major. In Saxony Jomini committed tbe 
most infamcu9 act a soldier can be guilty of— 
betraying basely his trust as cber d'etat major. 
In Jact of the enemy deserted over lo the Rut- 
tiant, because Napoleon refused to make him a 
general of division. / call him a ri/e traitor. 

The practical soldier will only consider Jomini 
a pompous empty theorist. Strategy cannot be 
learned from books. If It is called science, it re- 
quires gifts innate in a physical organization pos- 
sessed only by few men. War will bring them 
oat. 

1 he clang of battle produces the greatest nerv- 
ons txcitemont m«n can uudtrgo. If a general 
n retain all his cool, deliberative faculties, with 
no nervous excitement clouding his mind, sound 
judgment will inspire bin-, and dictate what it to 
done, provided his troops have r/aefAansctii drill 
and discipline to execute his orders properly. 
Tha*. is ihe kind of science of strategy the mar'e- 
chals cf Napoleon had studiod. They were nearly 
all men destitute even of tbe first rudiment of 
teaming. 

To illustrate what I have advanced, I will state 
an incident. Tbe night before the battle of Jens 
on October 14, 1806, we bivouacked below Jena 
On ocr left were heights, cut by a ravii.e called 
tbe Kanhul, on which we ascended the next 
morning to attack the enemy. An order was 
given that a'l the volligeurs should take the bead 
of the columa. In coming out of the ravine we 
saw the village of Verzenhileg, where the Prus- 
sians held a strong position. Then It appeared 
why tho vnltigeur* bad beon placed at the head 
of the column. Ney had no doubt received an 
accnuat, by spier, of a careful reconnoissance of 
tbe airounrl we were advancing on. The space 
batwoen the ravine and the village was narrow; 
but car volligeurs, deploying with such a rapid 
movement, kept up a brisk, trailing fire, to mask 
the movement of the main body, giving us time 
to form in order of battle. This stratagem per 
fec.ly succeeded in drawing tha enemy from his 
strong posilion. Without this precau'ion, we 
would have been exposed to a raking tire; tbe 
ground only permitting us to come out of the ra- 
vino ly tile. This may be called strategy; but it 
was practical experience, directed by common 
sense. 

Every country, wherein an army operati s, re- 
quires strategy specially adapted to it, Napo 
leon learned, by sad experience, this truth, 
throngh bis obstinate determination to follcw tbe 
same system In Spain that bad been adopted in 
Germany. He thus secured for Wellington Sue- 
ceases which he could not bave won or. the fields 
of Ulm, Austerlitz or Jena. To fully explain 
this assertion would make my communication too 
voluminous. Military Kemisiscehi. es.

Rebel Position in VmorNiA. — The Richmond 
Examiner says Gen. Johnston retreated from Ma- 
nassas only to take up a new position along the 
Rappahannock river and Us sonth fork, called 
the Kapidan. This is no doubt the fact, but we 
do not think it is as defensible a situation as was 
the one at Centreville, Bull Run, and Manassas 
Junction, for it Involves the protection of the en- 
tire country from the Cumberland Gap to the vi- 
cinity ot Fredericksburg, a vast arc around the 
rebel capital, and embracing "the Central and 
the Virginia and Tonne see Railroads, tbe chief 
cities of Virginia and the valley of the James 
river, with its canal and railroads.' The New York 
Tribune says a very important portion of this 
line is Statford county, extendiog from the Poto- 
mac, above Acquia Creek, down to the Ruppahan- 
nxk, opposite Fredericksburg, a sparsely settled 
country, containing about 12,000 Inhabitants, 
most of whom are of the class known as poor 
whiles, about one-third being slaves. Its roads 
are generally bad, being full of rats in the best 
season, but almost impassable in the wet season. 
Nearly a 1 the roads are through dense woods, 
where there would be much opportunity for guer- 
illa assaults. The country is said to be unani- 
mous fsr the rebslliun, and has furnished several 
important rebel officers who are thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the localities. The railroad from 
Acquia Landing crests three or four important 
bridges before it reaches Fredericksburg, e>ne of 
which, that over the Potomac Creik, leapsa very 
deep cba m. At this point there might bo a de- 
feuseof some power. 1 be Rappahannock is crossed 
at Fredericksburg by three bridges (one 
which U exclusively for Ihe railroad) 
and a ferry. The city is built mainly of 
frame houses, which come close down to 
the liver's edge. Tber<> are earthwoiki on 
bith sides of the river here, which were thrown 
up at the beginning of the tebllion, but havo been 
much neglected of late. Fredericksburg han, 
however, been tbe site of one of the largest rebel 
eucampments. The city ie lubslantially united 
against the Union. Gordonsville, where the reb- 
el army is said to have Its headquarters, 1) in 
Orange county, at the junction of the Orange and 
Alexandria, and Virginia Central railroads, in 
Southwestern Virginia. Between tbe Rapidan 
and Gordons ville, tha country is very hilly, and 
defensible. And this description will answer fur 
tbe entire region embraced by the Rapidan and 
Rappahannock rivers, both deep and rapid 6treams, 
on the North, and tha Yoik, North Anns, and 
Matspony rivers on tbe South. While tho late 
Manasras army is at Gordonsville, that portion of 
the rebels previously stationed on the Lower Po- 
tomac have crossed the Rsppahanncck, and are 
now intrenchol at Fredericksburg.

CLIMBING PLANTS. 

There is nothing that adds so much to tbe ex- 
ternal appearance of a citv residence at a climbing 
plant or two. We know of no ornament so cheap 
and tasteful, and none so equally appropriate to 
'he mansion and the cottage. There are climbing 
plants hardy enough to live and thrive without 
much care, and Ihey req lire so little soil that 
every one who has possece'on of a fqu.ire yard of 
ground can sit under the shadow of his own vine. 
The cheerless expression of walls that pressnt 
or ly a succession of clapboards or bricks mav lie 
relieved bv those beet of nature 'sornanaents. The 
drapery of leaf and blossom about the window?, 
tbe vineclimbing up to the vary eaves and thrust- 
ing its tendtils into every crevice, the rustic trellis 
at the doorway almost hid by the rich foliage, are 
evidences of taste that should be multiplied. Mr. 
Downing beautifully says, " What summer foliage 
is to a naked forest, what rich tufis of fern are to 

rock in a woodland dell, what hyacinlhine locks 
are lo a goddess of beauty, or wings to an angel, 
the drapery of dim jing plants is to cottages in the 
eonntry ;" and, he might have added, to resi- 
dences everywhere. 

Tbe following climbing plants will be found to 
answor the requisitions in situations where hardi- 
ness and vigorous and rapid growth are indispen- 
sable. We rank the rotes first, for no one ever 
wearies of them. Tbe l>deen of the Prairies and 
the Baltimore Belle are two fine varieties of the 
Michigan rose. They are remarkable for thep:n 
fusion of their flowers and the rapidiiy of their 
growth, shoots of twenty feet in length in a sin- 
gle year being not nKcommon. The hloesorr-s of 
the Queen of tbe Prairies are a deep pink with a 
white stripe in the centre of euch petal, and so 
very double that thsy look like large pouting 
buds, rather than full-grown roses; those of tbe 
Baltimore Belle are almost white, and in large 

usters. Mr. Downing recommends the com- 
mon Boursalt rose, which he says "has long 
purplish shoots, fnliage always l.-o b and abun- 

int, and bright purplish blossoms In June, as 
biek as stars In a midnight sky." The richest, 
and prettiest Boursalt ii one called Amadas or 
Elegans. 

The Chinese Wistaria is another plant admira- 
bly adapted for tbe decorations of dwellings. It 
is perfectly hardy, a rank grower, and may be 
trained over the whole fide of a dwelling, or twice 
about a single pillar. It requires some age and a 
favorable location to flower, but the flowers are 
worth waiting for. They h.ing iu clusters, like 
those cm a locust tree, at e from six inches to a 
foot in length, and of a most delicate ti.it, be- 
tween U|^ht purple and white. When iu full 
b'oom, it is one or tho most beautiful flowering 
plants. 

For twining aboat windows, nothing is prettier 
than the Chinese twining honeysuckle (Lnnicera 
Japonic i, flexuoso). It blooms constantly nearly 
all summer, and its fragrance io peculiarly pleas- 
ant. It is not so barely as the roses mentioned, 
but may be cultivated wiih a little care. Tha 
rtd and yellow honeysuckles, planted together, 
givo a very tine effect, especially when trained 
on u lattice Mi. Downing speaks of the sweet- 
scenUd clematis (C. flaaimuhi) "as the veiy 
typs of delicacy and grace, whose flowers are 
broidered like pale stars over the whole vino in 
mid.ummer, and whose perfume is tbe most 
spiritual, impalpable, aad yet far-spreading of all 
vegetable odors." 

All these climbing plants may lie trained on the 
sides of dwellings by an occasional fastening to 
the wall. The honeysuckles, being more fragile, 
need the support of strong twine. All the pre- 
paration necessary is to dig a trench a little dis- 
ance from the wall, fill it with rich soil (for the 
richer it is, the more luxuriant will be the growth), 
and plant tbe root, the cutting, or tbe seed, as tbe 
case may be, and tbe thing Is done. These may be 
obtained at a trifling expense from any cf tbe 
nnrseiiss or greon-houses, and once obtained, your 
stock will never need renewing. They will add 
to the beamy of tbe most delightful residence, 
and impart it to those lacking all ornameut. The 
old house which ynn begin to talk ab:.ut tearing 
dowu, will lock quite well for a year or two longer 
if you will rejuvenate it by this draper}- of living 
green. The blank, broad si.ie of a building which 
stares into the street with its great expression- 
less face, will wear a very dilferent countenance 
if you will build a simple trellis over the front 
door, and cover it with some graceful creeper. 

There are situations where the European Ivy, 
the American Ivy, and the trumpet creepers (Big- 
nonias), have a tine effect. This class of plants 
help themselves in their upward course, fixing 
their rnotle's into the slone or brick wall. Tbe 
European Ivy is tender, but the American or Vir- 
ginia creeper, and the trumpet creeper, will thrivs 
anywhere. They show to good advantage on the 
rear of brick or stone cottages, on the side of some 
old oat- building which cannot be improved in any 
other way, on a walled terrace, which often di- 
vide! the diorway from tbe -ard-r, and ou rude 
walls and fences generally. 

We trust we have not weariel cur readers with 
this plea for otiiament. Every coufileraticn 
which should lead to giving an air cf cboerfulness 
and repose to the apartments of a re:-idence, every 
motive which impels us lo beautify tbe walls that 
shut the cold, common air of the world out, and 
tbe genial, prculiar air of social oijoyment in, 
also urges us to make our homes externally taste- 
ful, beautiful, and characteristic.

The well known Governor ioote, a 
mjinbar of tho rebel Congress, proclaimed in 
that boily the other day, that "the revolution 
thua far had savored too much of a revolution 
of leaders and not of tho people." Foote has 
been audit one of those leaders, and he tell; tho 
truth about himselt and tho rest of them. The 
whole revolution or rather rebellion, so far as 
it has gone, has been their work, neither the 
people's intorcsts nor the people's wishes being 
consulted or regarded. The leaders have 
duped, cheated, swindled, humbugged the 
masses, playing upon their credulity, inflam- 
ing their passions, and using them as the mere 
instruments for the accomplishment of the pur- 
poses of a guilty and depraved ambition. 

The people of the various slates of what is 
called the Southern Confederacy never voted 
for revolution or rebellion. Kentucky is ac- 
counted a part of the Confederacy, and the 
poople of the rest of that Confederacy's 
claimed states never voted themselves into tho 
concern more than tho people of Kentucky 
did. The whole of the pretended transfer of 
blates from the Union into tho rebel Confed- 
eracy has been tho mere result of the opera- 
tions of machinery arranged and worked by 
the busy leadors. Tho revolution of tho 
wheels of their big machine they call the 
spontaneous revolution of the people of a great 
60ction. The Southern masses were in tho 
United States, prosperous, contented, and 
happy, and, tho next thing they knew, they 
wore in the so-caUad Southern Confederacy, 
oppressod, ruined, and miserable, but how or 
even when they got from where and what they 
wcro to where and what they arc we havo never 
well comprehended. No dotobt they aro often, 
iu their reflections upon tho subject, forcibly- 
reminded of what they have seen at a jug- 
gler's show. 

But, although the people of what aro called 
the rebel states don't know how they have got 
out of the Union, the process of getting 
baik will be perfectly plain to them. Wher- 
ever onr resistless military power makes its 
• way, the weight of a crushicg despotism will 
be lifted from human souls, men will learn 
from tho testimony of their own bodily senses 
how basoly and cruelly they havo been de- 
ceived and wronged, and all will unhesitat- 
ingly recognize the great trutb, that, both 
becauso the welfare of themselves and of their 
posterity demands their return to their allegi- 
ance, and because no powor on earth with the 
physical ability to sustain itself can ever con 
sent to its own permanent dissolution, thoro 
is a necessity for the old U. S. Government 
to bo re-established in all its glory and its 
strength. 

tjy The Nashville Banner, in the course of 
an article on the wild project of romanding the 
seceding states to tho territorial condition, 

says: 

Wo can rnpport tb« corislilution of our fathers 
in faturo, as we have sought to do in the past. 
We can sustain a Union of (quality, sued as 
Webster and Jackson aimed to preserve. Tvsuch 
a constitution and tuch a Uniuo, we have been 
ever roady to pledge the arlent vows of a pa 
trlot. 

It is natural, indeed, that the bolder slave 
states should look with deep anxiety upon the 
prospect now before them. They hsvj Leen con 
servative in the past. They deserve, therefore, 
A better rewa'd f t the wisd counsel* tbey have 
givea tin c.uotry than to be made the viclime 
of a policy now sought to be inaugurated by the 
radical men of tbo North. V» ill Mr. Lincoln 
yield to the insane clamor of such pilkiciam? 
The opportunity, perhaps, is near at hacd when 
he may exhibit tiimsalt to tho American people 
iu the attitude of a broad-minded, maguanimoui 
statesman. 

We can and do assure the Banner that tho 
l'residtnt will so exhibit himself. He has no 
respect and no toleration for the schemo in 
question, lie repudiates and abhors it. 

Oa this point the Postmaster General in his 
recent letter to the abolitionists at Cooper In- 
stitute spoke the sentiments of tho President. 
"I do not," said Mr. Blair, "concur in the 
proposition that certain states havo been re- 
cently overturned and 'wholly subverted as 
iuember8 of the Federal Union,' upon which 
this call is based. This is, in substanco, what 
the Confederates themselves claim, and the 
fact that secession is maintained by the authors 
of this call lor a different purposo, does not 
make it more constitutional, or prevent them 
from being actual aiders and abctio-6 of the 
Confederates." This is as pointed and scath- 
ing as it is just. It is a most withering and 
righteous rebuke. The Postmaster General 
tells the abolitionists plainly that "secession is 
maintained" by them, and that thoy are "ac- 
tual aiders and abettors of tho Confederates." 
He tells them plainly enough that thoy are 
secessionists and traitors. This is the truth 
fitly spoken. Tho President mbrvribes to 
every word of it. And he will act accord- 
ingly. 

But on this point Congress does not differ 
with the President. The very number of 
tho Banner from which we have quoted 
abovi announces the defeat of the Territorial 
scheme in the House by a decided majority. 
Tno scheme will probably not be urged to a 
vote in tho Scnato. If it should be, it will be 
rejected thero with greater emphasis than 
marked the rejection of the measure in the 
House. 

Thus tho government in all its branches re- 
pudiates this senseless and ruinous scheme of 
tho abalitionists. No foar of the adoption of 
tho scheme need be entertained. It is reject- 
ed already in the IIou e; it finds no favor in 
the Senate; and the President scouts it openly 
and utterly. It is dead. 

We are glad to hear tho Editor of the Nosh- 
villo Bannor say that he "can support the 
Constitution of our fathers in future," that 
he "can sustain a Union of equality such as 
Webster and Jackson aimed to preserve," and 
that "to tuch a Constitution and siren a 
Union'' he will bo "ever ready to pledge the 
ardent vows of a patriot." We tako his hand 
in token of this pledge. He will be callod 
upon to support no other Constitution and no 
other Union. Such ia the Constitution and 
6uch thp Union wo aro fighting to preserve. 

Let tho Banner spread abroad tho tidings. 
They aro true, aud there is he aling in them 
for all the sorrows of all the land.

Now and Then.— We are indebted to a 
friend for a copy of "Tho Mirror," published 
in Russellville, Logan county, Kentucky, and 
dated Saturday, July 4, 1807. It contains 
the proceedings of the celebration of the great 
national anniversary, which it says was com- 
memorated with unusual splendor. Tho day was 
saluted by the Russellville volunteers; an ele- 
gant dinner and an abundance of good wine 
was prepared by Captaiu Edwards under an 
extensive arbor adjoining a delightful spring, 
and the company was numerous, respectable, 
and fashionable. Major Bibb was the presi- 
dent, Col. Caldwell vice-president, Major 
Dallas, and Wiley Earner, Robert Ficklin, 
and naws Curd, Efqs , the stewards. Among 
the toasts given on this occasion were the fol- 
lowing, which we copy in order to contrast 
them with the acts of demented treason per- 
formed at the same quiet town on the ?0th of 
November, 1SG1, when a congregation of pes- 
tilent and broken down political hacks or- 
dained to sever their connection with the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and in the name 
of tho people, declared "Kentucky to be a free 
and independent state, clothed with all power 
to fix her own destiny and to secure her own 
rights and liberties.'' The patriots of 1S07 
at Russellville proposed sentiments of this 
kind: 

America— I oion and safety. 

The memory of our good Washington. 

The Federal Government — the basis of perpet- 
ual freedom to Americans; disappointment to 
traitors. 

The Judiciary — moderation, justice, and law. 

The army and navy — may I hey be a terror to 
agzrrssors; the same resolution but leas prudence 
to Kalteiaen if again assailed by the insolence of 
an English line. 

May all official characters subordinate to for- 
eign iMluenco be Sebaatianized. 

A nnion of government, a union of parties, 
aud a lasting uuion of friends. 

Disappointment, contempt, and punishment 
rest on all conspirators arid enemies to our pres- 
ent wise and virtuous admini.tration (that of 
Jefferson ) 

How do these patriotic utterances compare 
with the silly jargon of "the Declaration of 
Independence and Constitution of the Pro- 
visional Government of the State of Ken- 
tucky" which George W. Johnson, Willis B. 
Machen, J. W. Crockett, James P. Bates, J. 
S. Chrisman, P. B. Thomson, L. P. Burn- 
side, H. W. Bruce, E. M Bruce, J. W. 
Moore, George B. Hodge, Rob. McKee, Rich- 
ard Hawcs, T. L. Burnett, and others enun- 
ciated, at the instigation of that blatant booby, 
Blanton Duncan as ho hnnelf has toasted? 
The olden freemen of Kentucky believed that 
the Union was safety, the basis of perpetual 
freedom to Americans and disappointment 
to traitors, while the demagogues who 
mot at Russellville last November dared 
to charge the President and Congrea) 
with usurpation; to declare that the 
majority of the Legislature of Kentucky had 
violated their solemn pledges to tho people and 
bad abdicated tho State Government in favor 
of a Federal military despotism; to brand the 
laws of the Commonwealth as "the uncon- 
stitutional edicts of a factious majority of a 
Legislature, false to their pledges, their hon 
or, and their interests;" and, finally, to do 
claro that the people were absolved from all 
allegiance to their government, and had the 
right to establish any other government which 
to them might seem best adapted to the pres- 
ervation of their rights and liberties. 

Looking at the supreme folly of the attempt- 
ed Provisional Government, it seems hardly 
worth our while tu bestow a thought upon it. 
But it has, under Providence, had its benefi- 
cial effects. It has convinced tho people that 
the ultimate triumph of our government over 
rebellion will render the Union more stable, 
and remove all apprehensions of future tur- 
bulent changes in its character. It has 
shown them, too, that if disunion had 
succeeded, its success would have been but the 
beginning of sorrow, tho forerunner of other 
bloody revolutions and of unbridled violence 
It has enabled every thinking man to drow es 
his conclusions from tho conduct of the 
secessionists, that there is not an ill upon 
earth or a curse in the depths of hell which is 
not harbored in the dark bosom of disunion, 
and to see that its havoc and desolation have 
been most appalling in those localities and 
states where its power met with the least re- 
sistance. Like Moloch, the infernal deity of 
the pagans, it revels in the blood and sacrifice 
of its own worshippers. Let it be accursed 
everywhere by all men and forever, and let all 
who pass by its unhallowed gravo cast upon it 
a rock and an imprecation! 

0~Gen. Beauregard, soon after entering 
Virginia, issued a proclamation or address, 
announcing to tho people that the Federal ar- 
mies had invaded the South with the motto 
"Bouuty and Booty" upon their banners.

And now our attention is called to a General 
Order issued by this General Beauregard at 
Jackson, Tcnn., on the 5th of tho present 
month. In that order ho says: 

Our losses, since the commencement of the 
present war, in killed, wounded, and pr'i mers, 
are now about the same as those of tbo enemy. 

This is at impudent as it is false. There 
isn't a respectably-informed man in the wholo 
country, rebel or patriot, who doesn't know, 
Just as Beauregard knows, that tho number of 
prisoners, taken at Fort Donelson alone, great- 
ly exceeds the entire amount of all the losses 
sustaised by our armies in killed, wounded, 
and prisoners, from the breaking out of the re- 
bellion up to tho present time. Aa officer 
guilty of such outragoous falsehoods doserves to 
hove his dishonored regimentals torn from his 
recreant body and limbs. 

And again Gen. Beauregard (as he coIIb 
himself though his name is nothing but Tou- 
tant) says in tho 6ome General Order: 

Should any one in this army be uneq lal to the 
tatk before u«, let him transfer his arms and 
equipments at once to braver, firmer hands, and 
return to his home. 

Now that's a pieco of wretched deception, 
imposition, fraud, mockery, humbug. Every- 
body knows, that a considerable portion of 
Beauregard's army, as of every other rebel 
army, consists of men drafted into the service, 
men who never consented or were even asked 
to consent to fight againt their country, and, 
that they are held where they are by nothing 
but the fear of tho bayonet, the bullet, the 
halter, or tho prison. If one of these, con- 
cluding to take Gen. Toutant at his word, 
were to present himself before that puffed-up 
functionary and undertake to deliver up his 
arms and equipments to other hands with a 
view of returning home, how would he bo 
treated- Say, Toutant — how?

ty Work upon tho second iron-plated steam- 
er at Groenpoint, Long Island, is pushed with 
the utmost speed, day and night, and it is 
hoped that she will be rcaiy for sea during the 
present month.

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Thk Mexican News. — A corref pjedent of the 
New York Express writes from Havana, to the 
12th instant, as follow!:: By the R. M. steamer 
Thames we have dales from Vera Cruz to the 3J 
instant. The news is interesting. It appears 
thit the EoKliih cntitiuirent of the allied forces 
has been withdrawn, and that the French and 
Spaniards alone are to assume the pacification of 
Mexico, the English agreeing to sanction al' 
their proceedings. Accordingly, while the English 
proceeded to re-embark, I ha Spaniards and French- 
men were in movement to occupy Cordova and 
Orizaba, leaving Vera Cruz on the lit instant. 
The discus: ions of tho diplomats will commence 
about tho 1st of April, and it is expected 
that no difficulty will l>o experienced in 
arranging indemnity for tbe past and ample 
securily that in the fu'nro Mexico will observe 
an honest and prompt course in the paymont of 
her debts, aud will affi rd ample protection of for- 
eign residents without the necessity of a Spani h 
or Austrian prirce to keep older in the country. 
Tt is reported that Mr Corwin haa undertaken, 
00 the part of the United Sla'c, "that his Uov 
ernment will pay or recuro the pivrnrnt of the 
intere3. cn the debts of Mexico to France, Eng- 
land, and Spain.'' It ia worthy of observation 
that very little is now raid about instituting a 
new Government for Mexko. General I'rim, in 
I'. j couiso of preliminary negotiations, was dis- 
tinctly informed by the Mexican Government 
that no fu.h attempt would he tolerated for a mo- 
meat, and that no .1 c tat ion of any sort would be 
permitted to influence the people in the excreta 
of their elective privileges. The presence of the 
American minister may have tbe effect to pre- 
vent tho assumption of undue power try the Allied 
plenipotentiaries.

The State Agricultural Society 
will hold its fall Fair by pre-existing contract on 
these grounds, and if the troinicg track can 
be put in order, we have evory reason 
lo anticipate as fino a stock display as our state 
lias ever offered. Tho season is thus far auspicious 
for a great ogric iliu-nl yield ; our machine shops 
are beginn'iLg to be pat in operation ; our wcollen 
mills have achieved groat triurrp'ia, and wt only 
want a little euergy on tho pert of the local Board 
in aid of tho state society to restore those splondid 
assemblages which were so attractive, interesting, 
and profitable before the rebellion war broko out.

The Prioress, which ha« bocoaie a regular 
picket betw.en Louisville and Nashville, depart- 
ed for the Cumberland with a very large passen 
gor list, including a number of army rflicers and 
tili.-.sns, tbe ladies forming a pleasing proportion 
of the party. 

The Hillman brought round from the Cumber- 
land a party of fourteen rebel prisoners, to be for- 
warded to Colunibui, Obio. They wero from 
Nashville. 

The Niagara arrived from Pittsburg with a tow 
of coal. 

The splendid new steamer M i Anderson, 
Ciptain Uildretb, is the mail packet for Cincin- 
nati at noon to- doy. 

The lino Louisville Grey Eagle, Captain T. M. 
Erwin, will leavo for Ojrotubjro, Evansville, and 
Henderson at five o'clock this afternoon. She is 
the regular mail boat, and one of tbo moet charm- 
ng packets on Ihe Western waters. Messrs 
Sherley, Williams, aud Small will see lo the 
comfort eif passengers and the interests of ship- 
pers.

So much of the recent Uapartinent of Obio as is 
included in the Department of Mississippi, will be 
deaii»nated the District of Ohio, and will continue 
to be commanded by Maj. Oen. Bue 1. 

The depoU of prisoners now at Columbus and 
IndianapolL", and such others as may hereafter be 
established, will bo excluded from :lu ■ arrange- 
ment, and the c immanding officers of these de- 
pots will report directly to tbeso headquarters. 

All other officers of whatever rank or corps, 
will report to (Jen. Ituell as heretofore. 

Brigadier- Ijoneral Denver will be assigned to 
Ibe command of the District of Kansas, to in- 
clude what was heretofore known as the Depart- 
ment of Kan&aa, except the Kansas troops now la 
the tield under (JoIouaI Deitzler, near tbe south- 
western frontier. These troens will report for 
July in Mai >r General Curtis, in Arkansas. All 
oQiceri of the District of Kanros will report by 
letter to Brig-dier- General Denver, at Fort Leav- 
enworth. 

The following is a copy of a telegram sent by 
General Ualleck to the S-tcretarv of War: 

"ihe enemy's flotilla, hemmed in bstween Cun. 
Footo and Gen. I'ipe, made another attempt to 
escape down tbe river. Their boats commanded 
I'ope's battery on the 18lh for an hour and a half, 
but were driven back with severe loss — one gun- 
beat having been sunk and several badly damaged. 
They are completely hemmed in, and can only 
escape by fighting their way out." 

Washington, March 20. 
The citizens of Gallatin, Tenn a town 

which had been decidedly disloyal, met in town 
tneoticg recently, and were addressed by Bailie 
Peyton, a loyal man, and voted to petiti in for a 
postcfrice there, snd expressed their willingneis 
lo return to their allegiance. A psotoflice will be 
ostablished there in a few days, according to their 
l>etition. 

John Lellye'.t has boon appointed postmaster of 
Nashville, lie wrote some cf ths best articles 
against sicesiion during the agitation of that sub- 
ject in Teunoisoe. He was one of the refugees 
from that State, but now returns iu an official 
capacity. 

A special agent of the Postcflice Department, 
acting on the Tennessee and Kentucky border, 
repirts as follows: "It in gratifying, wherever I 
have been, to lind that there is a strong desire for 
tbe re- establishment of the mails, and a willing- 
ness among the people to return to their allegi- 
ince." 

Three deserters, brought up by the steamer 
L-elie this morning, conlinn tho report of the 
ovacuation of Aci|uia Creek. 

Tbey eny the rebel foicas there had beon 2,000; 
before the robels left they tore up a largo part of 
the railroad, set lire to the statiou and wharves, 
and burred a large schooner. 

tCoi re- i m , -, ot the Ciucinuati Commercial.] 
Cattletshuro, March 13. 

A boat his just arrived from Piketon l,i in : the 
particulars of Gen. Garfield's expedition to Pound 
Gap, forty miles beyi nd Piketon. There were 
live hundred rebels enlr-nchcd on the summit of 
the Cumberland Mountain at Ponnd Gap The 
General ascended tbe mountain with his infantry 
by an unfrn|uented path, three miles below the 
Gap, and while Hi cavalry by advancing along 
the main road and making a vigorous attack in 
f.'onl drove the rebels a short distacci down from 
ihe sjmmit, tho infantry edvanced alonp: the 
ridge and completely roultd them after a light of 
less than twenty minutes. 

Tbey abandoned everything. After chasing 
(be flying rebel.! six milos into Virginia, and 
quartering bia mon one nigbt in their captured 
caraf , the General burned their barrae k*, consist- 
ing of sixty log huts, togothor with a l..r quan- 
tity of stores. The robels lost seven killed acd 
wounded. Nobody hurt on our side. 

St. Louis, March 20. 
The correspondent of the Kepublican, writing 
from tbe camp near Bent's Fort, Nsw Mexico, 
March O h, says it ij supprsed that tbe rebels 
uftor their victory near Fort Craig will match 
directly upon Santa Fe and Fort Union. All the 
valuable pre party in Ihe Department ia being 
concentrated ut the latter point and all the avail- 
able force is being rapidly forwarded there to de- 
fst.d the property, amounting, it is said, to 
39veral milliou of elollirs. Col. Slough's First 
iei:imect of Colorado vo ! unteera left the camp 
yesterdap and will reach Fort Union by the 12th 
in advance uf the rc'oels. Fort Union is a strong 
fortification, e.nd one thousand men can bold it 
against tho combined strength if the rebels. Col. 
Canby is supposed to be at F. rt Craig with twelve 
hundred regulars ard a body of Mexican volun- 
teer?, who, however, are rel^e-1 on. The Santa 
Fe Ga/.stto says that Captain McKae's bart.rv 
was capturod in tho battle near Fort Craig, in 
con cquence uf its support, cor.s-stiog of two com- 
panies of regulars and two companies ef volun- 
teers, running away when the Texans charged 
upon it, acd in resisting the efforts of Col. Canby 
to rally them; also that Captain Lcrd's dragoons 
rafesed to o'ley the command lo charge tbo 6nemy. 
Tho charge of the Texans on Ibe battery is de- 
scribed as very brilliant and terrible. They wero 
armed principally with Coll s six shootets, and, 
although scores were killed by McKae'a grape anil 
cannis'er, they marched steadily on, killing eveiy 
gun it r tut one or two. 

Washington, March 20. 
The Hornt Committee on the Juniciary, in their 
report mado to-day, examine at large the censor- 
ship of thenres9. Wbile they say that from a 
latk of qualification or proper ditcriminatinn on 
tbe part of the censer hai sprung much of tbe 
complaint made bv tho press, they romark that 
the censorship seems to have been without any 
clearly-deli-ud limits. After the departure from 
the general agreement between General McClel- 
ian and the representatives of the press, numer- 
• is examples can be given to show that despatch- 
es of a harmlci'S nature havo been excluded from 
transmission. No adequate measure seems to 
bave been adopted to prevent tbe transmission of 
wl at the censor denominated contraband intelli- 
gence, tbr-.ugh the telegraph I fficcs at Baltimore, 
f hiladelphia, Now Yolk, and other important 
points, wbile ulmont every subject was excluded 
from tbe wires in this city. 

The represntatives of the press who havo testi- 
fied before the committee have manifested no 
disposition to complain of tbe suppression of des- 
patches of a military character, which could in 
any manner be tortured into disclosures cf infor- 
mation to tbe enemy and might, in the Bli^btost 
degree embarrass tbe Government, tbey have 
uniformly exp-e^sed themselves as willing to sub- 
mit to the rules established by the Gcvernment 
betweon themselves and General McUlellan. The 
ci rreipondents seem generally to have the sime 
undurstar ding of the rule by which the censor 
determined what may and what may not be aont 
ovor the lines to their rospective papers. Very 
feu despatches re fleeting on members of tho cab- 
inet or ether civil t-ffi:ers were found among 
those specified by tho censor. Tbe witnesses ex- 
am'n»d by the committee explain this by stating 
that they seldom prepared such defpitcbea as 
they supposed w< old not be sent over the wires. 
Tbe committee tbereforo recommend the adoption 
of the following resolution by tbe 11 n - 

Resolved, That the Government should not in- 
terfere with tbe free transmission of intelligence 
by tolegrapb, when the same will cot aid the en 
amy in his military or naval positions, or give 
him information concerning such operatiors on 
the part of the Government, except when it may 
b -come necessary for tbe Government, under the 
authority cf Congress, to assume exclusive con- 
trol of the te'egraph for its own legitimate pur- 
poses, or to assert the right of priority in the 
transmission of ils own despatches. 

The bills and resolutions against which tbo 
Uouia Committee on tbe Judiciary reported ad- 
versely to day are fourteen in number, providing 
f ir Ihe confiscation, &c, of rebil property, and 
had been fe- fueled to them from time to time. 

Mr. Hickman made a report proposing to sub- 
stitute for the till and resolutions the following: 
Whereas, The power if Congress under the 
constitution for the contication of tbe p •operty of 
persons engaged in armed rebellion against tbe 
Uai'ed States, or aiders in such rebellion is 
doubtful and the power of tbe Executive to act 
in the premises is ample, therefore — 

Be if enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, That the President eboo. d use all 
mi..,: not inconsistent with tbe laws of war, 
wbicb, in l is judgment may bo deemed necessa- 
ry, to crush rebellion, including the final dispesi- 
tSon of all property, real acd personal, of tho e 
engaged in armed rebellion against the Govern- 
ment, or i f the aiders of such rebellion, including 
■laves, and that in the opinion of Conpress, deci- 
ded measuros on tbe part of ths Executive, haae 
already become necessary. 

The Senate to-day in executive session con- 
firmed tbe following nominations:

Washington, March 20. 

The following despatches were reseived in 
Washing on this evening, dated St. Lcuis, 20: 

On the 10th Lieut. J. D. Joak, of the First 
Iowa Cavalry, with thirty men, encountered a 
band of marauders pooled in a log-house and barn 
in Lafayette county, Missouri. Tbe enemy were 
defeated after a short engagement, in wbicb they 
bad nine killed and three wounded, and our loss 
was one killed and four wcuoded. 

The following despatch was received here to- 
night: 

Kansas City, March 18M.— George L. Beale, 
bearer of despatches to Washington, brings ad- 
vices from Santa Fe to the 3d inst. He confirms 
the previous accounts of tbe battle near Fort 
r*Jlg on tbe 21st ult. The Federal loss was 02 
killed and 140 wounded. The Texans captured 
six of our (laid pieces. The Texans were at 
Suyreii, thirty-eight miles north of Fort Craig. 
Cal. Canby a command was concontrated at Fort 
Craig. 

Nothing had been heard from them since the 
-olb, all communication being cutt off. 

A large amount of Government stores were de- 
stroyed at Alberquerque, to prevent their falling 
into tbs bands of tbo enemy. 

Four hundred and fifty Texans, with two pieces 
of artillery, entered Albuquerq ie on tbe '2J. Ma- 
jor Doneltpn commanding the District of Santa 
Fe was preparing to abandon tho place, and fall 
back to Fort Union. 

^ On the 3d Mr. Baale met three companies of 
Colorado volunteers, urder Lieutenant Colonel 
Tappan, at tbe hole in tbe rocke, 50 miles south 
of Bent's Fort, en route for Fort Union. 

Seven more companies bad crossed tbs river 
above. They would meet at the Purgatorv, forty 
miles south < f Bent's Fort. Mr. Beale left this 
morning for Washington. 

The Secretary e f tbe Treasury has diree'ed that

8F.NATK. 

A communication from the Sscrelary of tbe 
Navy was read in answer to Ibe resolution asking 
why fhe naval academy had been removed from 
Annapolis. 

Mr. Sumner presented a petition from citizens 
of New York asking for the passage of a law for 
the protection end improvement of the Indians. 

The joint committee in relation to the claim of 
Marshall O. Koberts, for the loss of the steamer 
Star of Ihe West was taken up and pasied. 

On motion of Mr. Trumbull tbe bili for the re- 
lief of District Attorney was taken up. The 
bill suthoruaa the Atttrnev-General and the 
Secrotary of the Interior to fix the salaries if the 
Distric- Attorneys, but in no case to exceed 
$6,000. After svme discussion tho bill was laid 
over. 

Mr. Trumbull, from the Judiciary Committee,

On motion of Mr. Grimes, Ihe bill for Ihe reor- 
ganization of tbe Navy Department was tben 
taken up.

Mr. Wilson made a report in relation lo a cen- 
sorship of tbe press.

Mr. Hickman, from the Judiciary Committee, 
roporled back tbe several bills and resolutions re- 
ferred to them on the subject cf the confiscation 
of rebel property, including slaves, with a rec- 
ommendation adverse to either Iheir passage or 
adoption. 

Mr. Hickman desired to submit a minority re- 
port on the same subject.

Mr. Steele, of New York, wanted lo reduce the 
tax on lager-beer fo twenty- five cents per barrel, 
but his amendment was rejected — yeas 21, nays 
not counteel.

Ge«. McClkllas's Pla-v of the War. 
Ther. w»s published in th« New York Timae. a 
few days since, a letter from a foreign offioer of 
distincuiahed skill, on Gen. McClellan a plan of 
the campaign. The leading element of this analy- 
sis was the fact that the positions of the enemy 
are all central, while the Union army occupies 
the circumference of the circle. The cordon be- 
ina practically complete, it only remained for the 
commander of th. National forces to set in molion 
a living radius of armed men, on foot and trans- 
port and gunboat, which, turning upon Washing- 
ton as a pivot, should sweep everything before it, 
untU the outer extremity •hould rest somewhere 
in Arkansas or Louisiana. This partial revolu- 
tion effected, the retirement of the enemy from 
Manassas would be inevitable. It would become 
feasible for the head of the army to select a new 
centre of revolution, and by a fresh movement of 
his irresistible forces from a new base, complete 
the extermination of armed rebellion. 

The Times says the first act of this admirably- 
oontiived drama has been substantially per- 
formed. From Western Virginia, from Eastern 
and Western Kentucky, from Missouri, the ene- 
my has been successfully driven. While we 
write, there li reason to believe the only foothold 
lsft them north of Memphis, namely, Island 10, 
in the Mississippi, bas been attacked and no donbt 
captuied by our gunboat flotilla and the troops of 
Oen. Pope. The line of the natirnal advance, 
which only the other day was drawn directly 
westward from Washington, is now dttjr.ct.1 so 
far to the southwest as to pass through Jackson, 
Tenn., and to place in the possession of the na- 
tional authority a vast territory even below that 
lio*. The etrVc! anticipate! by Gen. McClellan 
from this remit bas duly happened. The enemy 
has fonnd it necessary tn abandon Manassas ssd 
fall back to other defensive po.iti.ios. It has not 
entered into the scheme ef tho General to fight 
the enemy in front of Washington. The salutary 
error of Bull Run taught how disproportionate is 
the stake we should venture by Euch hardihood, 
and how a momentary reverse there might easily 
lose everything for the n .tional cause. To dis- 
lodge them by a seiies of successful movements 
on their flank ar.it rear, and then to follow them 
vigorously and light them wherever tbey could 
be found, this was the mas'.3rly policy of our 
military leaders, the fruits of which we shall 
harvest before many days. 

Those accomplished strategists, who, inspired 
by martial ardor and indifferent whisky, fight 
skilfully and daringly the battles of their coun- 
try In den editorial and attic, are of course not 
suited with the method of General McClellan. 
The results, they confess, are all that could be 
desired; but why were they not obtained earlier, 
say six months ago? Every day of delay has 
cent the nation millions; might not thew millions 
have been saved? Tho answer i< palpable. Gen- 
eral McClellan had before him the chuice of a ra'h 
and impetuous policy, the products of which, as 
the disasters of Bethel, Bull Run, Ball's Bluff, 
Wilson's Creek, and Lexington, had proved, were 
exceedingly douhtfa'; or of a cautious and ma- 
ture policy, which, when the thoroughly pre- 
pared machinery of destruction should be pat in 
motion, wonld at once end the war. The first 
policy wuld In all likelihood have protracted the 
contest for years, with various fortunes, alter 
nately encouraging, disappointing, and agonizing 
the popular heart, costing an incalculable waste 
of life, and ten millions of money where we now 
speed one. There was r.o fquadron of gunboats 
ready; armies wire not organized; the several lead- 
ers whose skill and encigy have entirely vindica- 
ted the jadgment which selected them, wire fresh 
In their places, still nnfamiliar wilh their new 
positions, their resources, and the deficiences it 
was necessary to supply. Not a brigade in the 
army had its proper complement of artillery, 
cavalry, or adequate transportation. Down to 
the era of disaster in July, the Government had 
made its preparations on the assumption that the 
rebellion might be easily and early crushed. Af- 
ter that period, the work of preparation had to be 
done afresh, on the wiser theory that for It to be 
crushed at all the utmost energy of the Republic 
would have to be exerted. Looking back, it Is 
impossible for any one not absolutely blinded by 
prtjudice not to see that the movement in the 
West, which has garnered victory after victory, 
commenced the moment the heroes who won the 
battles announced their readiness to begin. We 
can see that those successes compelled the aban- 
donment of Manassas without the hazard of a con- 
flict in sight of the Capital, and in front of works 
so formidable that to carry them our troops would 
have Buffered decimation. And we shall see 
very shortly that while we have escaped the ne- 
cessity of a battle where we did not want It, the 
enemy has by no means escaped the defeat and 
capture Gen. McClellan has always designed for 
them. We have chosen a sharp arcl short cam- 
paign to end the war, rather than an Ill-prepared 
and desultory tight extending through weary 
years. The delay of Gen. McClellan will realize 
this popular choice. 



History or the War.— There are two or 
three excellent documentary publications now 
going c n, but we are pleased to have the an- 
nouncement in the Philadelphia Press of a Pic- 
torial History of the Great Rebellion, by Benson 
J. Leasing. It will be very much on the plan of 
lib well-known Pictorial Field- Book of the Revo- 
lution, with the addition of twenty steel plates, 
each representing an accurato portrait or some 
appropriate historical scene. The issue will b i in 
twenty parts, each of 48. pages, at 26 cents a 
part, making, when complete, an entire volume 
of abont 1,000 pages. Mr. Listing's intention is 
to digest and narrate facts rather than give opin- 
ions, and, in the hope of producing a standard 
work on the present episode in our national hlsti ry , 
he will go to every place of interest not already vis- 
ited by him, make sketches, confer with civil and 
military I fficers and people, note facts, and avail 
himself of the fruits of the pen and pencil of others 
so far as be may be permitted. Mr. Everett bas 
decisively given bis opinion "that such a work, 
prepared by Mr. Lousing, will be of great value. 
Mr. Lossing'd diligence in exploring the locali- 
ties which he d> scribes, his fidelity and accuracy 
as a historian, ard the spirit of bis illustrations, 
are too well known, from his volumes which are 
already before the public, to need any recom- 
mendation." The work will be issued by George 
W. Chiluj (late Childs and Peterwn), who has 
recently commenced business on his own account, 
as publisher, in Philadelphia, where, no doubt, 
his enterprise and experience will be successful.

The Laie Colonkl Camkrok. — The National 
Intelligencer says it will be a melancholy satis- 
faction to the family and nuaioruus friends of the 
Ute lamented Colonel James Cameron to learn, 
as it learned from Major Elliott, that tho explo- 
ration made la9t week in the vicinity of Bull 
Run for hia remains has resulted in their recove- 
ry. Having been disinterred on Friday, they 
were brought to Washington on the following 
day. Contrary to the reports which reached us 
from the South shortly after the battle, that 
Colonel Cameron's body had been properly cared 
for and placed in a grave by itself, the Intelli- 
gencer is informed by Major Elliott that it was 
carelesti? interred with five other bodies, and 
that the pickets of the Colonel's clothing were 
rifled, being turned inside out, and the iccket of 
hb wife b missiug. This treatment by the ene- 
my of tho remains of a brave officer alaln in bat- 
tle b in discreditable contrast with the sympa- 
thetic care extended by the Union forces to the 
bodies of officers of the Confederates who have 
fallen under similar circumstances^ But, not- 
withstanding the difficulties attending the sesrch 
for the body of Colonel Cameron, no doubt exists 
In the mind of Major Elliott as to its identity. It 
b to be tent at once to hb Ute residence in Penn- 
sylvania. 

The Washington Republican gives the follow- 
ing account of the recovery of thb body: 

An expedition for the recovery of the body of 
CoL Cameron, 79th Highlanders, who fell at the 
head of hb regiment at Bull Run, returned on 
Saturday afternoon, having completely succeeded 
in the accomplishment of its purpose. 

The party was composed of Major A. V. Elliott, 
son of Colonel Elliott, 78th New York regiment, 
and Mr. John Kane, of the War Department, for- 
merly Private Secretary to Col Cameron. Maj. 
Elliott bad returned from a preliminary j inrney, 
In which he gathered some facts which rendered 
practicable a fortunate result of hi.ssearch- 

Tbe explorers on thb occasion were led to the 
■pot by a negro of the neighborhood, who gave 
particulars of the buriaJ; and when the party set 
about exhuming the body they found abundant 
evidence that they were not deceived. The cloth- 
Ins; was lo a great extent entire, and articles 
were easily recognized as those of the deceased. 
The body had been buried with five others, with- 
out a coffin, but was easily dbi iuguished by cir- 
cumstances known only to the party In search. It 
was much decomposed, but the skeleton was re- 
covered entire, and the corpse placed in a box and 
brought to thb city, with the aid of some soldiers 
— Mr. Kane having an order from Secretary Stan- 
ton er joining all persons iu the Gnited States ser- 
vice to aid him by all the means in their power. 
The body remains in the hands of an undertaker 
uutil orders for its disposition shall be received 
from Hon. Simon Cameron, brother of the de- 
ceased.

The 
British minuter, especially, » ems fond of the ex- 
ercise cf such power. The governor of Y'ikobaina 
has complained to him that foreigners sometimes 
stop at inr.s in the country and pass the night, to 
t h i no small anxiety of his excellency, lest their 
lives should be thereby endangered, for he says 
that the Japanese government are unable to af- 
ford them protection. The fact . that many par- 
ties have availod themselves of the right, confer- 
red by treaty, to travel in the country, within ten 
ri, or about twenty-five miles, of the town 
house of Kanagawa. Ladies and gentlemen 
have done this, and i^casionally, in order to 
make their excursions by easier stages, liive 
taken lodgings at village inns. Nor have they 
met with incivility from the natives, exesp', 
perhaps, in one or' two instances, when it wao 
needlessly provoked. Experience has proveJ 
that if a man goes unarmed, and with a sufficient 
knowledge of the language to mako his wants 
atd purposes known, it is quite safe to travel 
wherever the troity permits. Those who parade 
their revolvers or swords, and undertake to brow- 
beat the Japanese, had bettor stay at home, for 
one nation bas at last been found in the East that 
will not submit to such treatment. 

It seems that two gentlemen recently went to 
an inn in the country, which was previously oc- 
cupied by some two s worded gentry, and Insisted 
on being acc>mmcd ited there for the night, and 
the consequence was that after having dismount- 
ed they were obliged to flee iu undignified haste, 
and leave their horses behind them. This occur- 
rence gave rbe to the Governor's compUint to the 
British minister. The-eupon the latter Issued a 
new set of regulations for British subjects, cue of 
wbicb forbld9 them to pass the night "away from 
their place of domicile." Another, in order to 
protec; them from arrest by Japanese policamen, 
in case of any breach of the laws of Japan, re- 
quires them to carry with them a card bearing 
the r ame of the owner, and stamped by the Brit- 
bh coniul for Its certification Thb card b to be 
given up to any Japanese officer who demands it, 
who then is not allowed to arrest the foreigner, 
but, having identified him by the card, must en- 
ter a complaint against him before the British 
consul, VMM duty it will then be to see justice 
done. When a British subject gets into any dif- 
ficulty with the police, if he refuses to produce 
the prescribed card, be b liable to arrest by the 
Japanese, although snch arrest b expressly forbid- 
den by an article of the treaty. 

As llritish subjects only are put under this new 
regime, it is not surprising that the new regula- 
tions are particularly distasteful to them. It may 
well seem to the Japanese that her majesty's sub- 
jects are of all foreigners the moat unruly, and 
the least fit to be left to their own dbcretion. 
They are now put upon much the sime footing 
as the coolies at Yokohama, each of whom b re- 
quired to wear attached to his belt a flat bit of 
board, some two bv four inches in dimensions, 
with his name and the government stamp brand- 
ed on it. 

Some wag, the other day, perpetrated a pretty 
pod joke about the cards with the consul ir stamp, 
e sent a circular about town, from house to 
bouse, not omitting, it is said, the British lega- 
tion, purporting to have emanated from the gov- 
ernment carpenter at Yokohama, who, having 
heard that all British subjects were required to 
go abroad ticketed, offers to furnish them wilh 
wooden labels at reasonable rates, throwing in 
the red tape wherewith to hang tbeui about their 
necks. 

Another regulation forbids riding faster than a 
walk in any town or village Btreet. The same 
wag, or some other, also issued a circular to the 
members of the British community, containing h 
sketch of a horse for sale, warranted not to go 
faster than the regulation gait. 

It really seems as if Mr. Alcock would never 
cease tn add to hb unpopularity by such like 
experiments at governing and law making. 
There b about all his pronunciamentos an air of 
condescension and dbtrust, a mixture of legisla- 
tion and lecturing, that makes his efforts in thb 
line anything but palatable to bis countrymen. 
By the new regulations he his seriously curtailed 
their privileges, and singled them on as le38 to 
be trusted than men of olber nationalities. 

Fortunatelv for Americans here there is no 
probability that hb example will be followed by 
Mr. Harris or our consul. Since list January, 
when Mr. Harrb so effectually interfered with the 
policy of hb colleagues by remaining at Yedo 
when they all fled to Yokohama for safety, there 
has been nothing beyond mere uluiial correspond- 
ence between him and them. As Mr. Uarna ex 
pscts to leave Japan next month, his relations 
wlih hb colleagues are not likely to become more 
intimate than they now are. Meantime the United 
States conml at this place Is on no better terms 
with the Britbh and Dutch consuls. There is, 
therefore, no reason to fear that the new British 
regulations will be copied by our own authorities. 

A Japanese embassy b to embark for France 
and England, in H. B. M. steamer Odin, on the 
7th of next month. They will go as far as Suez 
in that vessel, and from Alexandria will be taken 
to Marseilles in a French man-of war. They are 
to present themselves to the court of Napoleon 
III before they proceed to that of St. James. It 
is said that Mr. Alcock will go home in February, 
so as to meet the embassy on their arrival at Lon- 
don. The English here are t o' a little displeased 
that the Japanese embassadors should go to Francs 
first. The French, however, are gratified at the 
precedence given to their government. Louis 
Napoleon knows how to secure to himself the 
lion's share of any glory that may come in hb 
way. The retinue of ihese omba^oadors is not 
likely to be so large as that of the late embassy 
to the United States. The capacity of the Oiin 
would be severely taxed if it were. It b not 
easy to sec how even fifty additional persons can 
be crowded into her caklns. 

By late arrivals from California we learn that 
two gentlemen have been procured there for the 
service of the Japansse Government, in prospect- 
ing the island of Yezo. Probably they are now 
on their way to Hakodadi. They bad not arrived 
a week ago, when the American steamer St. Loub 
left that port. 

The Japanese government has lately purchased 
a beautiful American bark at Hakodadi, which 
they propose to load for some foreign port. The 
government is also desiring to build, or cause to 
be built, in the United States, two war steamers, 
of about the eizt of the sloop-of-war Hartford, 
and it need not surprbeonr people at home should 
six or eight Japanese naval officers' arrive at 
New Yo:k before many months on this errand. 
It is possible, too, that instead of sending all the 
money for the purpose, they may put a cargo of 
Japane.se merchandise into one of the vessels they 
have recenly bought, and ser.d it to New York 
under their own flag, as the best way to transmit 
at least a part of the funds necessary to buy the 
steamers. If thsy do so, it will be an earlv,rea!i- 
zation cf results from the late treaty, and one far 
more valuable to both this country and cur own, 
than the vbit of the late embassy. The "Stars 
and Stripes" will then havej received a salute 
from the "ibing sun," more than complimentary, 
and 1 trust it may be the beginning of a recipro- 
cal commercial intercourse between the two conn- 
tries, never to be interrupted. 

On the night of the 11th of November, about 
one-third of the Japanese part of Yi koharaa was 
burned down. Little effort was made by the 
Japanese to arrest the progress of the fire, and 
the loss b estimated at about $90,000. It is dif- 
ficult to account for the apathy of the native 
population, unlets it be ascribed to the fact that the 
greater part of the buildings and I he goods belong- 
ed to parties in Yedo, and not to the occupants 
of the premises. One man, who hod a large 
crockery store in charge, was sei n throwing the 
fine vases and other valuable wares Into the street 
and then carefully picking up the floor mats and 
carry iue them off to a place of safety. He doubt- 
lens took good cars of all the property that be- 
longed to himself in the establbbment. All bnt 
the mats was the property of somebody else. The 
burnt district b fast covering with new shops and 
houses, the Governor of Yokohama having loaned 
money to those that were burnt out, if they re- 
quired it, at very reasonable rates, to enable them 
to rebuild upon their lots. The late Are put the 
Japanese fire- proof buildings to a thorough teat, 
and they proved to be what their name Imnorts. 
Everything else was swept off before the flames 
except these fire-proof godowns. 

The British ana French ministers have recent- 
ly taken houses in Yokohama, to relieve the te- 
dium of their seclusion at Yedo. Mr. Alcock set 
the example of maintaining a guard of marines 
for his house, and a mounted guard to accompany 
him when he rides out. These last, abi ut a do- 
zen in number, are mounted on Arabs and armed 
with pistols, lances, and swords. M. Bellecourt 
must follow suit, of course, but having no French 
dragoons at hand, nor Arab horses, he must needs 
mak„ cavalry of sailors. They are armed with a 
musket slung acroes the back, and mounted on 
Japanese ponies. All this, be it known, is for the 
protection of these diplomatic gentlemen, while, 
at the same time, even ladies ride oat into the 
country, almost dtily, protected only bv the bet to 
(horse boy) that runs by their side. One of Mr. 
Alcock s troopsrs almost rode down one of my 
countrymen In the main street of Yokohama the 
other day, In spite of the new law of hb master 
against riding faster than a walk. It b, to say the 
least, amusing tn see the airs that authoiity as- 
sumes in this by-corner of the world. When 
England and France send men here to represent 
them, who think less of their own persons and 
mere of the great national interests which it 
ought to be their business to promote, It will be 
a better day for Japan. At present we are com- 
pelled to regard the movements of these gentle- 
men in their officbi capacity as extremely farci- 
cal — a "Comedy of Errors."

The Fight Still Goes On! 



Washinoton, March 19, P. M. 

A despatch received from Cairo, dated 9 o'clock, 
says that nothing had been heard from bland 
No. 10 to- day. Gen. Pope repulsed the rebel gun- 
boat fleet at New Madrid, sicking one boat and 
damaging others. 

Ex-Gov. Morehead, cf Kentucky, was to-day 
released by order of the Secretary of War, upon 
the condition of the parole which ho was required 
to take at the time of his discharge from Fort 
Warren. 

Washington, March 20. 
An official despatch from Commodore Foot**, 
received at twelve o'clock last night at Cuiro, and 
telegraphed hither, says: Island No. 10 b harder 
to conquer than Columbus, as the island shores 
are lined with forts, each commanding the one 
above it. 

I am gradually approaching the Island, bnt 
still do not hope for much until the occurrence of 
certain events which promise snccess. 

Commodore Foots adds: We are Bring day and 
night on the rebels, and we gain on them. We 
are having some of the most beautiful rifle prac- 
tice ever witnessed. Tbe mortar shells have 
done fine execution. One shell was landed on 
their fliating battery, and cleared the concern in 
short metre. 

Fortress Monroe, March 19. 
Mr. Segur b elected to Congress by 130 to 140 

majority. 

A flag of truce was sent out to-day, bnt no 
news was received from the South. By order of 
General Wool, the boat's crew were not psrmit- 
ted to receive Son'kern newspapers, coBSiquently 
the press is cat off. 

The steamer Rhode Island arrived from Key 
West yesterday evening with mails, and sailed 
immediately for New York. Mr. Yancey was 
captured a day or two since on board a schooner 
which was trying to run the blockade. Ho was 
dressed in sailors clothes, but was recognized by 
one of tbe newf paper correspondents. 

St. Mary's, Florida, has been occupied by our 
foice. It has been discovered that the telegraphic 
cable was cut about ten miles from the eastern 
shire. A man has been arrested who is supposed 
to have been the culprit. An example will be 
made of him. 

Wahhisoton, March 19. 
A despatch from ft ig officer Dupont, dated 
March 16tb, off St. Augustine, Fla., has the fol- 
lowing: 

Further information from the St. John's River 
is satisfactory. The burning of milb and lum- 
ber at St. John's with tbe fine hotel at Jackson- 
ville and the bouse of Mr. Robinson, a Union 
man, was by the order of the rebel General Tra- 
pier, who, after ingloriously flying with hb forces 
from town with very considerable means of de- 
fence at hand, sent a large detachment back for 
thb incer.dbry purpose on discovering that our 
gunboats on their first arrival had not been able 
to cross the bar. 

[Special to Trlbnue.] 

Washington March 19. 

Last night there returned to Camp Curtln a 
scouting party of the 1st New Jersey Cavalry, 
which had psnetrated three miles southward 
beyond Occoquan. Tbey confirm the tidings of 
tbe complete abandonment of that section of the 
country by the rebels. They brought back as 
prisoner one Lynn, Ex- Deputy Sheriff of the City 
of Occoquan. 

The Government has information from reveral 
sources that the four steam rams now building 
by the rebels (two at Mobile and two at New 
Orleans) are similar in construction, though un- 
doubtedly more formidable, than tbe Hollins 
Turtle. They will, however, it is believed, bear 
no comparison with the Merrimac. 

Winchester, March 19. 

The railroad bridge at Harper's Ferry was com- 
pleted last night. The railroad b also completed 
from Cumberland to Martinsburg, but it will take 
several days to finish the road from Martinsbu-g 
to the ferry, in consequence of the want of rails 
to replace those taken up by the enemy. 

Passengers from Strasburg report that the rear 
guard of Jackson disputed General ShieldVs ap- 

? roach, foot by fo>t, with infantry and artillery, 
t is reported that our cavalry occupy the town. 
One of our soldiers was severely woutided. 

The official report says General Shields encoun- 
tered the rear guard of Jackson's forces just be- 
yond Middletown with four field pieces snd small 
bodies of infantry and cavalry. They disputed 
General Shields 'a progress, stopping at all the 
strongest points and then retiring. They crossed 
Cedar Creek and destroyed the bridge. General 
Shields this morning built a temporary bridge, 
and, after a r-kirmiab, entered the town and threw 
out hb pickets two miles beyond. The loss of the 
enemy is not stated. 

The agent of Adams express is now here to 
re-sstablbh an office. 

New Tore, March 20. 

John G. Giles was yesterday arrested for swind- 
ling the government. 

A 'I imes' despatch from the rebel batteries at 
Shipping Point on Wednesday, saye: "A con- 
traband has just arrivbd and reports that Jeff. 
Davis issued a proclamation on tbe 16th, calling 
upon all male inhabitants between the ages of la 
and CO years to form themselves into companiss 
and report immediately to headquarters. Virgin- 
U, he says, demands every sacrifice to maintain 
the integrity of her soil." 

Many people are flying from their homes, anx- 
ious to reach onr tide. Everything now is at a 
stand still from the Potomac to Richmond. Trade 
Is totally suspended. A deserter was brought in 
yesterday to Liverpool point. He left home be- 
cause the proclamation was bsued on the lt'th 
for all the militia to turn out. He was in F'red- 
ericksburg day before yesterday. Troops were 
arriving in Fredericksburg from the banks of the 
Potomac. From 22.000 to 30,000 have passed 
through there. We heard that they were de- 
fending a line formed by Acquia creek, Baaver 
Dam, the Rappahannock, and a gap in the moun- 
tain. 

Cincinnati, March 20, M. 
The river has risen 21 inches, and there are 
now 38 feet in tbe channel. It has been raining 
hard since 9 o'clock this morning. Mercury 60.

THE FASHIONS. 

Paris, Friday, Feb. 25, 1862, 

Our capital, too, at last begun to dance; the 
beau-mondo b weary of sympathizing with the 
victims of "bard times," and the last days of the 
waning carnival season bid fair to rival former 
years in dissipation. Tbe hant-ton are reveling 
in gilded salons and on luxurious suppers, whilst 
the onvriers and ouvrieres waste the last sous of 
their savings at one of those entertainments 
which b placarded as "Una fete champetre au 
quatrierae; la culotte de riqueur." The Minister 
of War has surpassed all bis official confreres in 
tbe magnificence of his balls; at the last of these 
brilliant reunions one of tho vast halls was draped 
and decorated a9 an Arabian cafe, tbe moka, ic.s 
and sberbots were served In richly wrought Ori- 
ental silver and porcelain, and handed to the 
guests by coal-black attendants attired in Algeri- 
an costumes. 

Our minbter, Mr. Dayton, bade, all the Ameri- 
cans in Paris to a gala which ushered the 22J to 
tbe sound of polkas and quadrille.-; our fair conn- 
try women dbplayvd the good taste which always 
dutinguishes them in the choice of toilettes. One 
of these dresses b composed of blue satin covered 
with blue tulle, and trimmed wilh three whilo 
ruches, having blue in tho middle of the ruches. 
On the right side the ruches are fastened to the 
waist by a bouquet of apple-blossoms. The |»>inted 
corsage b also decorated with sm-ili ruches, and 
a bouquet of apple-blossoms. A robe of pii.k satin 
b trimmed witb white tulle plaitings falling over 
pink satin ribbons; this dress has two skirts; the 
upper one rounded at tbe sides, and finished by 
bouquets of double wbite laurel. 

Silk dresses for visiting are generally decorated 
with picked ruches on the skirt; tbe sleeves are 
half long and almost straight, trimmed with puff- 
ings and ruches.

health of those who wear thein. One of the 
commissioners appointed by the Belgian Govern- 
ment to inquire into tbe artificial rl twer-msking 
manufactories of Paris gives a similar testimony. 
After describing tbe wretched appearance of tbe 
poor ouvrieres, he says: "It would not be possible 
to continue 'on green for a week, or at most ten 
days. Some have attempted it, but the result 
has been generally fatal" — in spits of these warn- 
ings green is the mode, and a Parisian lionne 
would rather run the ri-.k of bsing poisoned than 
not offer her tribute to the reigning fashion. 

The famous mourning establishment of the 
Maison Saran, 10 Rue de la Puix, already dis- 
pbys a recherche collection of gray, violet, and 
black tissues for the spring months. The parures 
and combs of jet for evening costume are also 
very pretty; the mcroiog lingerie is varied and 
becoming. 

At the approach of the spring season when 
delicate skins suffer from tbe effect of barsh 
winds, I venture to recommend to your lady 
readers one of the celebrated cosmetics of the 
perfumer Gelli, No. 35 Rue des Vieux Angustins.

To Remort Stains.— Alcohol will wash out 
stains of oil, wax, resin, and pitchy substances; 
so will spirits* of turpentine, and generally with- 
out injury to colors. The turpentine ma}' after- 
wards be removed witb alcohol, as it is liable to 
leave a slight stain. Common burning fluid 
which b a mixture of alcohol and turpentine (or 
camphene), is an excellent solvent of oil, wax, 
tar, resin, etc., and it soon dries off after use. 



Domestic Morals.— Who shall measure the 
evil brought into a school or university bv one 
black sheep? The contamination is gradual but 
certain, and many characters of the weaker sort 
will, by bad association, receive that bias towards 
evil which was all that was necessary for tbeia ru- 
in. It b so, as we all bave opportunities of see- 
ing, among domestic servants. Their power of 
injuring each other is immense. Take the case 
of a small establishment, consisting, we will say, 
of a couple of servant maid 1 , who have been 
brought up from the country. They are unin- 
itiated in the sbng of the London members of 
their tribe, and are contented and happy. They 
can exbt without followers. They can do all tlie 
work of the house with ease and cheerfulness. 
They will take what it may be convenient to 
give them for dinner and supper, rather astou- 
bhed, iu fact, at fare so much superior to 
what they have been accustomed to in their own 
poverty stricken homes. In short, they are good 
and contented servants, and their mistress con- 
gratulates herself with reason when she hears 
har friends complaining of domestic troubles. But 
how long does thb last? Oo some special occa- 
sion of a grand cleaning, or some equally misera- 
ble disturbance, "help" is sent for, and the char- 
woman of discord is flung into the happy family. 
This worthy lady is kind enough to enlighten the 
two injured innocents to whose re cue she bas 
come, as to their "rights." For these she ex- 
horts them to stand up, aa other servants do. 
What, will they "put up" with cold meal? are 
they satisfied tn be deprived of the visits of I heir 
male relatives ami other friends "from the coun- 
try," whom thej- might regale so p'easantly and 
cheaply with their patron's foot? Well, they 
are poor spirited things if they allow themselves 
to be put upon like that I 

Dickens's All the Year Round. 

Osier Willows — Mr. J. S. Keller, of Or- 
wigsburg. Pa., in a communication iu the 
"Farmer and Gardener," says that many 
farmers have from one-half to several acres of 
land that bring them nothing, which, if it 
were planted with willows of the proper kind, 
would produce them as much as tho bcBt land 
on their farm, acre for acre, with no labor but 
the gathering of the uproots annntlly. Ho 
thinks that thcro is nothing more profitable to 
be grown on land that is wet, and not suscep- 
tible of being drained, than Osier Willows. 
Toey grow readily from cnttin^s stnri into the 
ground, and the great advantage is, that they 
can be grown on land that will produce noth- 
ing else of any value. Large tracts of land 
in every section of our country now lying idle, 
might, with great advantage, bo platted wiili 
Osier Willowy. They grow very luxuriantly. 
He has a kind thut produces sprouts from 
eight to ten feet long in a season, often cut- 
ting from sixty to eighty from a single stool or 
stump. These are not more than from four to 
six years old. They Ahould be set clone, as the 
sprouts will not then be so thick at the butts, 
and consequently of a more uniform thickness, 
and better adapted for basket work. 

The Scientific American remarks that tho 
cultivation of tho willows has been a subject of 
much ridicule in this country for a few years 
past; but whon it is known to what extent they 
are imported into the old countries, and tho 
great variety of uses to which they can be ap- 
plied, and especially sinco it hat been proven 
that from two to three hundred dollars per ai re 
can borealizod from their cultivation, ridicule 
has given way to facts, and plantations aro be- 
ing started throughout the country. Some 
who have attempted to grow willows havo 
failed to make it profitable, but such failures 
are caused by a lack of knowledge) as to tho 
proper manner of cultivating and preparing 
them for market. 

It is but a few years sinco anything was 
known of their cultivation in this country. A 
few men started the business on a small scale, 
merely as an experiment, and when they bad 
proved that the best French Osiers would thrive 
in this country, and that very large profit 
could be realized from their growth, they pub- 
lished this information, slating the great profit 
of their cultivation, and the advantage of grow- 
ing them in this country instead cf importing 
Thereupon many rushod into tho business— 
soma quite extensively — without any knowl- 
edge of tho different varities of the osier, or of 
their cultivation and preparation for markat. 

In thb country, as it was once the case in 
England, ash and oak baskets are much in 
use. But the time is fast approaching when 
willow baskets will drive them out of the mar- 
ket In England, formerly, all light goods 
were packed, for transportation, iu light boxes, 
and in mats, and so were vegetables. Now, 
baskets are in universal use, except for goods 
that will ba injured by getting wet. Willow 
package boskets aro in use for almost every 
purpose of transportation, by farmers, garden- 
ers, wholsesale dealers of all kinds, and by all 
classes in the community for every possible 
pnrpose. 

The cultivation of willow is not difficult nor 
expensive, if properly understood. The fust 
thing necessary, is to choose a proper piece of 
land, which should be rich and moist, but not 
apt?. Many suppose that trillotts require a wet 
place or they will not thrive; but it is not so. 
If you will notice where native willows thrive 
best, you will find it is not in wet places, 
but close to tho banks of some stream where 
the land is always well drained, but never suf- 
fers irom drouth. Consequently the bast land 
for a willow plantation is rich alluvial inter- 
val, that is flowed occasionally; or a mucky 
swamp, naturally moist, but well drained. If 
the land is not naturally rich, it ahould hava a 
liberal dressing of manure, which should be 
spread on and plowed under as deeply as pos- 
sible, then harrow it and fit it as you would a 
garden. There is no danger of doing it too 
well, as yon would have it to do but once, and it 
will effect the crops for years. 

When the land is prepared, woik if off as 
you wonld for corn, or uso a lino to set by, 
and set the cuttings in rows B| feet apart and 
about one foot apart in rows; stick them per- 
pendicular, and leave but one or two buds 
abovo the ground. If it is green sward, m-e 
an iron spindle to make a hole for them. On 
mellow land, it is no mora work to set an acre 
of willows than to plant an acre of potatoes, 
but it b very important that it be well done, 
as they aro not set over every spring, and if 
badly started they will never prcduce a full 
crop. 

They should bo enltivated, tha first year, so 
as to prevent all grass and weeds from growing 
among them, and keep the ground loose, and 
the second year until they get up to as to 
shade the ground and not be injured <ty work- 
ing amoag them. 

Cuttings should bo procured and set as 
early in the spring as the ground can be pre- 
pared. 

Fruit Hints - I have met with decided 
success in using tobacco Btcms as a preventive 
for the peach-borer. Frequent examinations 
since early last spring havo revealed but orio 
borer. I renew tha supply of stems as often 
as I deem advisable, und find no injury to tho 
rootB from them. I havo also acted on Miss 
Morris's hint relative lo the application of salt 
petre, alum, or salt, a? special manures lor 
tho peach, and with promising results, 
sprinkle them on the soil tuwithiu about a foot 
of tho trunk of the tree. 

My trees, which were inclined to be Bickly 
and of puny growth, are now iu Bplcndid con- 
dition, and this season made very 6trong, 
healthy growth, and from summer pruning 
aro sending out strong, thick branches, some 
sweeping nearly to the ground, affording com 
plete protection to the trunk from the scorch 
iug sun. 

Last season I used Gishurci's compound for 
slugs on my pear and cherry trees. This sea- 
son I have used nothing but whale oil soap, 
which I find quite as effectual and more bene- 
ficial to my trees, as it gives a healthy, bright 
color to the hark, and keeps tho leaves fresh 
looking and free from spots. I apply it once 
a week or fortnight, as they may require, and 
the expense is but little more than that of 
common soap, costing here five to six and a 
quarter cents a pound. Instead of a syringe 
I use a "dydropult," which hat great forcing 
power, and its flexible tube renders it far su- 
perior to the syringe iu application to tho nn 
der-side of foliage.
